Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of record is Campbell et al, US Patent Number: 7,006,994 Bl. Campbell et al. shows automated 
receivables management system. 

2. In regard to claims 1 , Campbell et al. taken either individually or in combination with 
other prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious: a wireless subscriber account server for 
receiving an unsolicited credit card alert from a credit card account database regarding at least 
one of available credit and credit status for a credit card account, wherein the credit card account 
database does not have or have access to wireless subscriber account information for a person 
associated with the credit card account, wherein the credit card alert is unsolicited by the person 
associated with the credit card account; an application module in communication with the 
wireless subscriber account server for comparing information contained in the unsolicited credit 
card alert to subscriber information contained in the wireless subscriber database to determine a 
wireless subscriber associated with a credit card account and for preparing a message to 
communicate to a wireless device of a subscriber in response to receiving the unsolicited credit 
alert from the credit card account database; and a Wireless Application Protocol (WAP) push 
proxy gateway in communication with the wireless subscriber account server that sends the 
message to the wireless device of the subscriber using mobile network service.
